Winston Chu rchill. Great Britain’s 
master of memorable phrases, once 
said “ People shou ld not generate any 
more ind ignation than they can safely 


contain.” 
The word s come to mind in relation­ 
ship to Watergate. 
We d o not minimize Watergate. It is 
the worst political scand al of the era. 
It d eserv es to be pu rsu ed , the fou l 
practices ex posed and the gu ilty pu n­ 
ished . 
Bu t the shock of the initial rev ela­ 
tions has worn off. It is hu manly im­ 
possible for most of u s to maintain 
the same d egree of ou trage and emo­ 
tional reaction d ay after d ay 
and 
week after week as one sord id d etail 
follows another. 
Make no mistake abou t it. 
The perpetrators of Watergate and 
the ev ents that preced ed and followed 
it will liv e in infamy . So will the word 
itself. Ev ents ad d to ou r lex icon. We 
hav e “ Qu isling” and we hav e “Water­ 
loo.” So. too. w ill we hav e “Watergate” 
in ou r v ocabu lary . 
It will connote sev eral things—the 
seamier sid e of politics, the mishan­

fu nd s, bu ngled spy cases bu t whatev er 
interpretation we giv e it. the word and 
the situ ations it d escribes will be with 
u s a long time.

The United Mine Workers, and the 
Steel Workers, were among the first 
to d amn the clau se.

But while denying a string of 
published reports that the job 
has turned sour for him, Con- 
nally said he hoped« his news 
conference 
Wednesday 
would 
get the message to Nixon “ that 
I hope we get through by the 
middle of the summer.” 
“ He obviously wants to dis­ 
associate himself from the ad­ 
ministration.” 
one 
associate 
said. “ He wants to put as much 
water between 
him 
and 
the 
President as possible.” 
I 
Among the reports that have 


been leaking out about Connally 
are that he is at odds with 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald Ziegler, who he report­ 
edly thinks should quit, and has 
called the White House oper­ 
ation “ a screwed-up mess." 
Rumblings too frequent, too 
forceful and too authoritative to 
be ignored despite public dis­ 
claimers 
say 
Connally 
feels 
frustrated and stifled, ignored 
and under-utilized. 
Connally also is reported to 
have given Nixon some unwel­ 


come advice about Watergate, 
which 
has 
cooled 
the 
once 
warm 
relations 
between 
the 
two. Other reports say he sel­ 
dom gets to see Nixon privately 
and does not have the punch he 
did formerlj 
as Secretary of 
the Treasury, which he held as 
a 
Democrat 
during 
Nixon’s 
first term. 
Eyebrows have arched over 
the fact that Connally works 
out of a hotel suite instead of 
an assigned office in the Execu­ 
tive Office Building and has 


been given no staff. 
The job also has not produced 
the limelight that an aspiring 
politician needs. As a private 
advisor rather than the admin 
istration spokesman he was as 
a 
Cabinet 
member. 
Connally 
has gotten little or no publicity. 
But Connally cannot 
afford 
the appearance of abandoning 
ship at this point, of having 
failed or chickened out of his 
mission as savior to an em 
battled president and healer to 
the party. 


And Nixon equally as much 
does 
not 
need 
the 
embar­ 
rassment of having John Con 
naily. who he is reported to 
have predicted will be the 1976 
GOP presidential nominee, quit 
in a huff. 
So. Wednesday, with Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald 
W ar­ 
ren at his elbow, Connally said 
all the right things, denying all 
the published rumors—and then 
demolished 
the 
whole 
effort 
with several of his witticisms. 
He denied he was not being 


adequately 
utilized, 
and then 
volunteered as how he has had 
a lot of time “ for catching up 
on 
my 
reading.” 
At another 
point he said: “ I believe I ’ve 
given all the advice that I have 
to give.” 
And while denying most of

Connally 
congratulated 
the press on its ingenuity and 
sources,

The third devaluation might 
be a surprise to the traveler. It 
was a creeping devaluation, in 
formal and unannounced, and 
decided in the market place,

than

tions among governments. 
Since devaluation No. 2. the 
dollar has been allowed to float 
against 
other 
important 
cur­ 
rencies according to supply and 
demand. Governments no long 
er 
were 
obligated 
to 
defend 
fixed exchange rates. 
In some respects, the floating 
system worked. There were no 
more world monetary crises. 
But the dollar kept floating- 
more 
or 
less 
steadily 
down­ 
ward. Since February, it has 
lost about 7 per cent in its buy­ 
ing power against an average 
of 
leading 
world 
currencies, 
bringing 
the 
total 
shrinkage 
from the three devaluations to 
about 25 per cent. 
Associated Press correspond 
ents in several European capi 
tals asked hankers, gold deal
